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FOREWORD 


The  consolidation  of  the  Reconstruction  and  the  Post-Graduate 
has  been  in  effect  for  a  year,  and  the  marriage  has  proved  to  be  a 
happy  one.  The  period  of  adjustment  under  the  new  conditions  had 
only  minor  difficulties  and  was  soon  over.  Much  of  this  result  is  to 
be  attributed  to  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the  new  staff  and  the 
administrative  officers.  One  of  the  major  purposes  of  the  consolida- 
tion in  the  minds  of  the  former  Board  of  the  Reconstruction  was  to 
enlarge  and  extend  the  work  in  industrial  accident  cases,  which  has 
always  been  the  avowed  specialty  to  which  the  Reconstruction  was 
devoted.  The  value  of  the  consolidation  in  this  regard  has  already 
proved  itself,  and  the  Reconstruction  Unit  has  been  able  to  extend 
its  work  in  this  particular  line. 

The  organization  of  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit  has  been 
largely  preserved  in  the  consolidation.  The  general  control  is, 
of  course,  lodged  with  the  Board  of  the  Post-Graduate,  but  the 
actual  operation  is  under  the  Committee  for  the  Reconstruction 
Hospital  Unit,  which  meets  once  a  month. 

The  Chairman  wishes  to  record  the  appreciation  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit  for  the  understanding  and 
helpful  cooperation  of  the  officers  and  Directors  of  the  Post- 
Graduate  Hospital,  and  its  indebtedness  to  the  devoted  efforts  of 
the  medical  staff  and  administrative  officers  of  the  Unit.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


In  presenting  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  combina- 
tion with  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hos- 
pital has  been  accomplished  with  a  maximum  of  cordial  good  will 
and  cooperation  and  with  a  minimum  of  disturbing  situations.  This 
cooperation  has  characterized  not  only  the  members  of  the  attending 
and  administrative  staffs,  but  also  the  department  heads,  and  has 
extended  to  the  entire  group  of  hospital  personnel.  Dr.  Giddings 
showed  himself  especially  helpful  during  the  transition  period. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  treated. 
This  decrease  has  been  due,  first,  to  the  general  financial  depression 
and,  second,  to  the  desire  of  the  directors  to  emphasize  as  the 
dominant  purpose  of  the  hospital  the  treatment  of  patients  suffer- 
ing from  the  diseases  and  injuries  of  modern  industry.

CHANGES  IN  PERSONNEL 


Dr.  John  J.  Moorhead  became  chief  of  the  attending  staff  on 
January  first.  On  the  same  date  the  reorganization  of  the  clinical 
staff  was  effected. 

The  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit,  after  the  combination,  was 
placed  under  the  same  administrative  control  as  the  Post-Graduate 
Hospital  Unit  at  303  East  20th  Street.  Dr.  Emanuel  Giddings, 
superintendent  of  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit,  completed  his 
appointment  on  July  first.  On  the  same  date  Miss  Edith  P.  Whicher 
was  appointed  assistant  superintendent  in  immediate  charge  of  the 
Unit,  her  appointment  as  superintendent  of  nurses  terminating  with 
the  assumption  of  her  new  duties.  Miss  O.  de  Miranda  succeeded 
Miss  Whicher  as  superintendent  of  nurses. 

Miss  Marie  Frey,  head  of  the  Department  of  Occupational  Ther- 
apy, resigned  in  October  and  was  succeeded  by  her  first  assistant, 
Miss  Mary  Hepburn,  who  was  appointed  acting  director  of  the 
department. 


PROMISE  OF  LARGER  USEFULNESS 


The  progress  that  has  been  made  during  the  year,  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  staff,  and  the  increasing  interest  of  the  public  in  the  diseases 
and  injuries  of  industrial  pursuits  all  conspire  to  make  the  future 
one  of  even  greater  promise.

REPORT  OF  THE  SURGICAL  DIRECTOR 


To  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit  the  year  1930  brought  a 
new  administration  and  practically  a  new  staff  from  the  New  York 
Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital,  only  a  few  of  the  sur- 
geons of  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  remaining  after  the  consolida- 
tion. The  welding  of  these  two  groups  into  a  harmonious  whole 
was  effected  easily,  pleasantly  and  without  the  least  friction.  From 
the  first,  every  man  has  been  eager,  enthusiastic  and  keenly  alive  to 
the  possibilities  of  the  usefulness  and  expansion  of  the  institution. 

There  has  been  no  marked  change  in  the  functioning  of  the  serv- 
ice. The  in-  and  out-patient  departments  work  very  closely  to- 
gether, making  in  effect  one  continuous  service  and  thus  assuring 
the  continuity  so  essential  in  the  successful  treatment  of  trauma,  as 
well  as  continuity  of  records. 

The  arthritis  clinic  has  been  carried  on  under  Dr.  Edward  F. 
Hartung  and  the  neurological  surgery  clinic  under  Dr.  Carl  A. 
Peterson. 

A  follow-up  fracture  clinic  was  inaugurated  and  is  increasingly 
effective.  The  response  of  the  patients  asked  to  return  for  this 
follow-up  examination  has  been  most  encouraging,  and  the  staff 
found  this  service  instructive  and  stimulating. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Clinical  Society  of  the  Reconstruc- 
tion Hospital  Unit  have  been  held  regularly  except  during  the 
summer.  At  each  meeting  a  paper  on  an  interesting  phase  of 
traumatic  surgery  was  presented  and  fully  discussed. 

The  year's  statistics  show  that  Reconstruction  is  now  more  than 
ever  before  carrying  on  a  traumatic  service;  that  is,  doing  the  work 
for  which  is  was  organized,  equipped  and  staffed.  The  proportion 
of  patients  suffering  from  injuries  is  greater,  and  also  many  of  the 
cases  have  been  unusual  in  character,  and  stimulating  and  important 
to  the  surgeon. 

A  service  for  injured  children,  beginning  with  a  clinic  to  be 
followed  by  the  opening  of  a  children's  ward  as  the  work  progresses, 
is  one  of  the  major  undertakings  planned  for  the  coming  year. 
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REPORT  OF  SURGICAL  DIRECTOR  OF  RECONSTRUCTION  UNIT 


In  all  our  efforts  of  the  past  year  and  in  our  forward  vision,  the 
teaching  of  traumatic  surgery  is  a  prime  consideration.  As  a  be- 
ginning, a  short,  intensive  course  in  this  subject  will  be  given  in 
the  spring  of  1931,  preliminary  to  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Medical  Association.  There  has  also  been  started  a  museum  of 
traumatic  records,  literature  and  exhibits  that  should  prove  valuable 
to  future  students  in  this  field. 

Your  Surgical  Director  takes  this  means  of  acknowledging  the 
helpful  accord  received  from  the  professional  staff  as  well  as  from 
the  Superintendent  and  those  associated  with  the  administrative  and 
household  management.  Every  branch  of  the  service  has  functioned 
with  zeal,  and  this  spirit  has  helped  to  make  the  first  year  under  thr 
new  auspices  extremely  satisfactory.

The  above  table  shows  that  the  department  averaged  50  new 
patients  each  month,  that  over  100  patients  (new  and  old  com- 
bined) visited  the  department  each  month,  and  that  1,560  patients 
received  nearly  10,000  treatments  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

The  daily  average  was  32  treatments.  About  600  more  treat- 
ments were  given  in  1930  than  in  1929,  when  the  daily  average 
was  30.
